We nnder-
stand it o be the settled fact that such was
the ense. The Pittaburg riot, then, was the
work of a mob, which got beyond the control
of the strikers who themsclves would have
prevented it if possible. To say that the vio-
lence of a lawleas mob was a conkest botween
labor and capital is absurd, and the sasartion
that the men in the romnd house who went
out in pursuancs of an order to do their duty
represented republican capital, while the wild
and blood-thirsty rioters in the streeta repre-
sented Democratio labor, is an insult to the
party of law and order whose doctrines are the
only mfeguard of the people.

WASHINGTON LETTER.

Washington, . C., July 29, 1874,

Anide from Sherman's correspondence,
elsewhere alluded to in this letter, there has
been nothing of interest developed before
the Potter Committes at Atluntic City. Gar-
field, Hale, Kelley and other radical states-
men testified to the exceedingly virtuous
mauner in which #hoy conducted themnelves
while iu New Orleans, after the election of
1878. Hon, Mr, Bypher, & radical member
of Congresa for two terma from Louisiana
testifiad to seeing the original Shermun let-
ter, promising protection and advancement
to two men if they continued in their eflorts
to falsify the vote of Louisinna, He saw
the letter several times, was familinr with
Sherman's haodwriting, and had no doubt
the letter was genuine. More importance is
attached to the procsedings of the sub-gom-
mittee at New Orleans, befure which Myjor
Barke, the acoredited agent of Gov, Nicholls
from November, 1876, to March 4, 1577,
guve a history of his ncts,  He furnished
to the sub-committes the t1elegrams which
pussed between bimsell and his principal,
In them it is shown that the special frienls
of Mr. Hayes—Matthews, Foster, Sherman
and  Dennison—pledged Hayes, if innugu-
rated, to the removal of troopa from Touisi-
ans and South Carolins, Thy dispatches
also show that Hayes, before he was declared
elected and while the contest was going on
in Congress, approved the promises of his
friends and also agreed to an arrangement
by which two Democratic Senators should
be secured from Lovisiann. To Stanley
Matthews as & complete lotter writer must
be aidded Messrs, Hayes and Sherman, Their
correspondence while the latter was in New
Orleans manipulating Louisiaup's vote, and
the former was in Ohio preparing to accept n
stolen office, was not as volominous ns Mat-
thews', but It was full of substunce. Saya
Sherman, in offect : “We have honestly got
to steal more than we thought in order (o
save the electoral vole of Louisiana, Shall
wedo it?"  Bays Mr. Hayes, in effect - I
ought to have forty electoral votes in the
South, Go sbead. Keep your consciences
clear and yourselves unspotted from the
world." There are more words than this,
but all save this is mere words. All the
hypoorites pictured by Dickens, il turned
into one special hypocrite, could not ap-
proach either of these men.

The first appearance of violence in connec-
mection with labor in this District was on
Fridsy lust, when men employed by the con-
teactors for excavating and grading for the
new building for the Buresu of Engraviug
and printing, were driven from their work,
The contractors, it was said, were giving but
72 cents & day; and indignaot unemployed
laborem interfered (¢ prevent a continunnce
of the work at that price, The trouble re-
commenced Saturday morning, However,
by “sharp, short and decisive' sction on the
part of the police authorities the rioters were
quickly and effectually subdued. Three
men were more or less injured. No lurther
trouble is expecled.

On the general subject of “Clivil Service
Reform' the Washington correspondent has
little to may. Except in occasional inter-
views with Mr, Hayes the sunject is not
mentioned here. The oldfashioned assess
ments are made, the clerks who refuse to
pay are dismissed, and the machine runs ex-
sctly as it did under Zach Chandler, I say
exactly, but there is, of course, this differ-
ence: Zach said openly to the Government
employee that he must coutribute a certain
per cent of his pay for political purposes or
he must go, It is now said that his refusal
to pay will not endanger his place. But if
he is verdant enough to believe and act on
this, off goes his head. The most efficient
clerk in the 6th Auditor’s Office was behead-
ed the other day under these precise circum-
stanced. Since his decapitation others have
come forward with an alacrily that shows
they only need one such hint,

L Now, itis & greenback-labor fsllacy to
assert that m great contesction of the cur-
rency has caused the collapse snd hard
times, There hua been, in fuct, no such
great contraction.  (flicial statistics show
that the amount of paper money out, ex-
clusive of iuterest bearing notes, which can-
not properly be counted, because they very
rapidly dissppeared from circulation, was
greatest in 1874, after the panic and collnpse
of 1574 ; that therefore, the greatest amount
of paper mongy in cireulation did not pre-
veut or cure a collapse or panic, but, as we
hold, was one of its main eauses, The total
paper circulation, exclusive of interest bear-
ing notes, was in 1870, $668.000,000 ; in
1671, #716, 000,000 ; in 1872, $T87,000,000
in 1878, the year when the panic and de-
pression began, $749,000,000 ; in 1874, #7384,
000,000 ; in 1875, §178,000,000, In 1878 the
presont year,when for the flist time there are
real signs of an industrial revival—slow,bul
apparently sure-—and on & sound basis, the
ciroulation is within & fow millions of the
year 1870 (088 000,000), sud when the hon-
est greenback-labor man looks back with »
sigh to the good times of 1870, he should
understand that the country has now sub-
stantially the same amount of circulsting
wedium us then ; and when Le Is told by
some quack like Ewing or Cary that what is
needed is more currency, he ought o reply
by pointing to the fuct thut it was precisely
when the greenbacks were most sbundant
that the big panic broke. But he oughtlwo
add, for the information of the quacks who

11, Tt is another greenback fallacy that
the country Is poor. Af it were reflly poor,
surely no one will bano absard as to say that
printing & great quantity of paper promises
conld make it gloh. Tt is vt the amount of
notes & farmer of metchant has' put which
makes him o rieh man, Lot the amount of
griin or cattle or merchandise he owns, and
the country is in this respect like an indi-
vidaal. In fact, however, the country is not
poor, It bus had usucoession of great crops,
it produces, ns official statistics show, more
votten and wovlen goods, more  irom, more
coal, more preducts of all kinds this year
than in 1870, which was the year 50 model
prosperity to which the greenback-labor man
always refers. [u fact, the Ameriean peo.
ple are o ingenions and industrious that, in
many and perhaps most branches of indus-
try, they produce more thao they can them-
welves use,  Hut “prices aee low' is the gen-
eral complaint ; and #o they are, to the great
comfort of everybody who consnmes, Prices,
however, are lower than they ought to be
and for the renson  that the greenback-labor
peoplo have persistently opposed the repeal
of lnws which, while they exist, prevent us
from selling abroadl whint we cannot use our-
welvew, ['rices are lower in ('hinn than here
and for the reason that China carries out
even more vigorotsly than we the poliey
fulsoly called “‘protection.’”  China is the
medel protictionist eountry of the world,
und the Chinese Inboring peopleare happy
it they earn five vents by s day's work, Our
New York Greepbuck-Labor Convention
demanded in [ta platform the other day &
prohibitive tariff, which is what China lins
had for centuries—that I8 to «ay, they com-
plain that wages and prices are ton low, and
therefore demund legislation which will, as
all experience proves, lower them siill
more,

TIL It i n greenback-labor fallacy that
irredeemable paper and plenty of it s good
for the workingmen. On this head the his-
tory of the years 1868 to 1875 ought to be
ennugh to warn the workingmen, Citlzen
Hchwab summed up that experience so well
the other day that we cannot do better than
repeat what hie said, A new inflation of the
currenicy would give the speculators anew
chanee, perhaps; it would make the furtunes
of merchants with stocks of gonds on hand,
but it would rafse prices fister than it would
rafae wages and thus impoverish and not ben-
efit the workingmen, MrSchwab said : “The
most the national-labor-greenback party can
do is to help the middle classes of society;to
bring back for a few years the hollow pros-
perity of the war times by flooding the
country with paper money and giving these
claswes | refer to & chance to speculate and
make fortunes quickly. The working peo-
ple would not be benetited. Everything they
eat anl wear would go up, and their
wages would o up, but not as high
s their expenses, Badly off ks they are new
they might be worse off then, Though it
might give them a few years of higher wages
but always higher prices, the reaction would
leave them worse off than ever.”

IV. A correspondent, who is evidently a
greenback-labor man, writes us:—"In a re-
cent visit to Massachusetts—Fall River,

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Newgate Prison, which, the cuble says, iy
to bo demulished, has been the scene of great
sufforing, injustice and folly during the eight
centurien since the gate of the city, near
which it stood, was vew enough to give the
prison & name. It has been frequently re-
bullt, At first it was simply o tower or ap-
pendage to the gute which stretehed scros
the west end of Newgate street, 1t was “ro-
stored” and enlarged by Wren, in 1072, af-
ter the great fire. The present structure was
desigoed in 1770, by George Dance, R. A,
but wis burned to u were shell by the Lord
Gearge Gordon rioters in 1750, aud was not
repulred aud completed until 1782, About
twenty years ago it was again remodaled,
Newgate wis the sceve of many brutal exe-
cutions duriug past centuries. [t was the
debtord®prison, where inuocent but unfortus
nato men were deprived of the opportunity
of enrniug » livelihood for themselves or
their families; it was u university of crime
where all classes of offenders were Gugre-
gated together, debusiog each other and
plotling vew schemes of crime.  Oocasion.

munity that maintained It, by breeding
plogues und pestilences,  Willinm Peon, the
founder of Penosylvania, was coufloed there
in 1672, for street preschiog, The poets
